I BEG leave to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 23 February, transmitting to me an Order 
of the House of Commons, dated the 21st of that month, fora Return of all Grants or Loans for 
Public Works, Relief of Distress, or other purposes, in Ireland, during the last ten years, showiug the 
authority under which such Grants or Loans were made ; the ninount received ; the amount repaid ; 
and the sums still remaining due ou 5th January 1850 ; and desiring that the said Return may be 
prepared and transmitted with the least possible delay, so far as relates to my department. 

1 now beg leave to transmit a Return, which has been prepared, in the best manner I can, in 
conformity with the Order of the House of .Commons ; but I beg leave to state, that considerable 
difficulty has attended the preparation of this Return, and in particular it was necessary to put a 
construction upon the Order, and to fix the principle upon which the Order was to be obeyed. The 
Order embraces a period of ten years, from 1840 to 1850, and so far it is quite clear that it is to 
include all sums which have been received during that period ; but if all sums which have been 
repaid during the same period were included, it is clear that many payments must have appeared in 
the Return which were the repayment of monies which had been received in years anterior to 1840, 
and the result might and would have been, in many cases, that larger suras would have been stated 
to be repaid than would have appeared to be advanced. It appeared to me, therefore, that such a 
result could not have been intended, and that, therefore, the only fair construction which could be 
put upon the Order was, that it should contmn only those repayments which were strictly applicable 
to tliose issues which had been made within the specified period of 10 years ; and, accordingly, upon 
this principle the Return has been framed. 

But in one instance it has been impossible to carry this principle into effect ; viz,, the issues in 
Exchequer Bills under 1 & 2 Will. 4, c. 33, where it has been impossible to make the distinction to 
which I have adverted. The issue amounts to 503,496 1 1 n<i,and the repayments amount to 
>>46,854/. 14s., -which being a larger sum than the issues, arises, from the payment of Exchequer 
Bills issued previously to 1840 ; but I have no official umaris of drawing the distinctions and limit- 
ing the amount of payment to such part of the Bills issued within the 10 years as were paid off 
within that period. In this respect, therefore, the Return is incorrect ; but I felt that I had no course 
open to me but to adhere strictly to the official knowledge of the Department, and to give this 
explanation.
